«firſt Part of Prayer, without explaining and vindigating 
« the ſecond Part of it; which I conſidered as a ſeparate 
Subject, or at leaſt, à different Branch of the ſame Sub- 
« je; ſo that the Omiſſions complained of in that Perfor- 
« mance, did not proceed from any Dilregard,. of theſe im- 
« portant and fundamental Doctrines of Chriſtianity, the 
« offering up our Deſires to GOD, in the Name of Chriſt, 
« and the Merits and Satisfaction of the Mediator, as the 
„only Grounds of our Acceptance with GOD, andofour 
obtaining the Pardon of Sin; but from a Perſuaſion, 
« that it is neceſſary to convince Men of the Reaſonable- 
« neſs of offering up their Defires to GOD, before you can 
« convince. them, that it is a reaſonable Thing, to offer 
« them up in the Name of Chriſt; and from a Perſuaſion, 
that it might be of ſome Uſe, (thro' the divine Bleſſing) 


to endeavour to do the firſt of theſe, at the Time when, 


and in the Place of the Country where I attempted it. 
If therefore any Paſſages of this Sermon, have been fo 
* uncautiouſly expreſt, as naturally to lead any to think, 
* (which I am not yet convinced they are) that I meant to 
* aſſert, That the Neceſſity of the Chriſtian Religion irſelf, 
is ſuperſeded by the Light of Nature; or that the Light 
* of Nature is ſufficienr, to give that Knowledge of GOD
